HISTORICAL SKETCH. 





Westfield College was the product of the felt need of better educational 
opportunities among the United Brethren of Lower Wabash Conference, 
and a recognition of the imperative nature of the wcurds of Christ, ‘‘Go, 
teach.”’ ‘The school was opened as a seminary in September, 1861, in the 
United Brethren church at Westfield, linois. It continued to operate as 
a seminary till 1869, although a college charter was secured in 1865. The 
Principals of the seminary were as follows: 1861-1863—Rev. G. W. Keller; 
1863-1864 —Rev. F. J. Fisher; 1864-1869—Rev. W. T. Jackson. 

In 1869 the college faculty was organized, with Rev. S. B. Allen as 
president, who served the college faithfully in that capacity for fourteen 
years. Rev. L. Bcokwalter was president from 1883 to 1885, when he was 
succeeded by Rev. I. L. Kephart, who, after four years of service, was 
called to the editorship of the Reticious TELEscopr, and was succeeded by 
Rey. W. H. Klinefelter, who, after serving for six years, resigned in 1895 
and was followed by Rev. B. L. Seneff. Ill health compelled his retire- 
ment after two years, and Rev. W. S. Reese was called to the presidency 
- in 1897. 

The first building was erected in 1863, a plain, substantial, two-story 
brick, 40x60 feet. The growth of the school made additional room 
necessary, and, in 1867, an addition, 40x75 feet, was built, giving the 
building the form of a capital T. In 1898 this building was remcdeled, 
modernized, and enlarged at acost of $12,000, making it one of the most 
beautiful, tasty and convenient college buildings in the denomination. It 
now has the form of a Roman cross, with a length of 134 feet, and an ex- 
treme breadth of 75 feet. 

The co-operating territory, which at first was limited to Lower Wabash 
Conference, has been increased by the addition of Illinois, Central Ilinois, 
Upper Wabash, arid Indiana, and includes a church membership of nearly 
40,000. 

The debt, which was at one time $43,000, was all canceled on Christmas 
day, 1886, and the men who had so faithfully borne the burden felt that a 
load; indeed, was lifted from the institution they loved. A debt of $6,coo 

was incurred in rebuilding, a part of which is provided for, and a_ bright 
future, financially, promises to dawn for the college. 

The course of study has kept pace with the demands, and is equal to the 
best offered in our denominational schools. 

The college has always stood for a Christian faith, a pure life, and a 
high intellectual standard. One hundred fifty-three diplomas have been 
issued by the college in the collegiate course, and a large number in the 
adjunct departments. 


GENERAL INFORMATION. 





LOCATION. 


Westfield College is situated in the beautiful, healthful, and growing 
town of Westfield, Clark County, Illinois. It is situated on the Olney 
Division of the I. D, & W. Railroad. This road connects Westfield with 
Hume, Olney, and intermediate towns, making excellent connections for 
Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Terre Haute, Springfield, Decatur, 
Peoria, and other important towns, and making Westfield easy of aceess 
from all parts of Illinois and Indiana. Students coming to Westfield can 
make the following connections over the roads indicated at the stations 
named: Vandalia, at Casey on the south, at Borton Junction on the 
north; Big Four at Kansas; Clover Leaf at Brccton; I. D. & W. at Hume; 
C. & E. I. at Sidell; IMlinois Central at Willow Hill; B. & O. S. W. at 
Olney. 

Westfield is entirely free from saloons and other places of low resort: 
Its excellent moral sentiment makes it an especially desirable place for the 
residence of students. 


EXPENSES. 


No other item of information is of more interest to the student than that 
relating to expenses. It is believed that a thorough and complete college 
course cat be ptirstied as cheaply here as at any college in the country. 
The following is a statement of the more important items of expense: 

Futnished rooms, except fuel, light, and towels, 50 cents per week to 
each of two students cecupying the same room. Table board from $1.50 to 
$2.00 per week. Books for the year, from $5.00 to $15.00. Incidental 
expenses, including coal, oil, and laundry, from $10.00 to $20.00 per year. 
Board with furnished rooms in private homes, fuel and light included, for 
$2.50 to $3.00 per week. Anentire year in Westfield College need not 
cost the student more than $i50. Many spend a year in college with a less 
sum and do not realize any inconvience in so doing. Licensed preachers 
and children of preachers of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
will be charged one-half the regular tuition in the College Courses. “ 

PLEASE NOTICE that any student in the College, Academic, 
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Preparatory, or Normal work can take studies in the Business Course 
without extra charge; and that any student in the Business Course can 
take studies in the College, Academic, Preparatory, or Normal Course 
without extra charge. » Penmanship is free to all our students.

SPENDING-MONEY. 


Parents are kindly but urgently reminded that students need but little 
spending-money. For the good discipline in business it would give the 
student it would be well to have him deposit the money to be used by him 
while in college in the Westfield Bank and require him to give reports 
statedly of his expenditures. 

One hundred fifty dollars is sufficient to pay all necessary expenses of a 
student for one year; whenever the amount for the year goes beyond that, 
inquiry should be made as to its use. The president should be advised of 
any extravagant use of money intrusted by parent or guardian to the 
student. 


MORAL AND RELIGIOUS INFLUENCE. 


The whole life and administration of the college are pronounced and 
positive in favor of Christianity. The college work opens each school day 
with devotional exercises conducted in the chapel. Ail students are 
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required to be present. There are five different Christian denominations 
represented in Westfield, and students are required to attend divine service 
once every Sunday, either in the college chapel or at one of the churches 
in the town. ‘The United Brethren, Baptist, Methodist Episcopal, Free 
Methodist, and Radical United Brethren are represented, and students 
may attend where they elect. Two Christian Associations, the ycung 
men’s and young women’s, are maintained by the students of the college, 
each holding weekly meetings. Many young people have been helped to a 
better life by their influence. 


LITERARY SOCIETIES. 


Four literary societies, the Colomentian and the Zetagathean for young 
men, the Cleiorhetean and the Philalethean for young women, furnish 
excellent training in reading, speaking, debate, and parliamentary 
practice. The societies have finely furnished halls and well selected 
libraries and are doing valuable service for their members. They meet 
every Friday night. 


LIBRARY AND READING ROOM. 


The Library contains a valuable collection of standard books, such as 
encyclopedias and other books of reference, histories, scientific repcrts, 
works of general literature, theology, poetry, law, and politics, to which 
frequent additions are being made by donations and purchase. Generous 
lovers of literature are asked to remember this interest by donations of 
money and books. . 

By the generosity of friends the Reading Room is supplied with daily, 
weekly, and monthly publications, representing various departments of 
current history and literature. The Library Room is open one hour daily | 
and students are admitted to all its privileges without charge, except the 
library fee paid on enrolling. 


APPARATUS AND CABINET. 


Many valuable additions have been made within the past year to both 
the physical and the chemical laboratory, and new apparatus will be added 
as needed to enable this department of the work to keep abreast of the 
times. ; ; 

The Cabinet contains over six hundred species, besides hundreds of 
duplicates for exchange. These comprise representatives of nearly all the 
orders, and most of the important families of all the branches in the line of 
ores and other minerals, and of fossil flora. Yet there is much unoccupied 
space on the shelves of the cases, and the friends of science every where 
are solicited to send contributions for this department. Specimens are 
much more valuable when labeled with the date, locality, and name of donor. 


WESTFIELD COLLEGE. oy 
DEGREES AND DIPLOMAS. 


‘The degree of Bachelor of Arts is conferred, by vote of the Board of 
‘Trustees on recommendation of the Faculty, upon all students who have 
satisfactorily completed any of the standard courses of study. A certificate 
of graduation is granted on the completion of the Academic course, which 
will entitle the holder to admission, without conditions, to the Freshman 
class. 

The Master's degree in course will be conferred, first, upon Bachelors of 
three years’ standing who have completed a standard course of professional 
study; second, upon Bachelors who have takenone year of resident pcst 
graduate study in a colege cr university; third, upon Eachelors engaged 
in literary or professional work who have pursued, in a_ satisfactory 
manner, a three years’ course of reading and study jrescribed by the 
Faculty. 

In every case, a thesis must be presented upon a subject previously 
approved by the Facu.ty, which paper must show original thought and 
investigation, must be either printed or typewritten, and will be subject to 
approval or rejection by the Faculty. 

‘The subject of the thesis must be submitted for approval not later than 
January 1, and the thesis must be submitted not later than May 1. 

Diploma fees are due one month before the ani.ual commencement and 
are as follows: Master's diploma, $5.00; Bachelor’s diploma, $5.00; Normal 
diploma, $3.co; Certificate of graduation from Academic course, $3.00; 
Commercial diploma, $2.50; Shorthand diploma, $2.50; Elocution diploma, 
$2.50; Music diploma, $2.50. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING, 


Since the perfect development of the student’s power includes the 
physical with the mental and spiritual, Westfield College has arranged to 
give some attention to physical training. The athletic sports are under 
the direction of one of the members of the Faculty, and no brutal sports 
will be permitted. A proper and moderate use of athletics is encouraged 
and students will not be permitted to engage in athletics except as a means 
of recreation, ‘Ihe Physical Culture class furnishes a very valuable means 
of exercise and physical development. 


GOVERNMENT. 


The rules of the college are such as any lady or gentleman can cheerfully 
observe. Students are taught to act from a high sense of honor rather 
than from a mere regard for authority. 

Students are required to attend their classes regularly, and absences 
must be satisfactorily accounted for. Five unexcused absences will 
deprive the student of the privileges of the class. 

Students will do well to correspond with the president in regard to their

work before leaving home. On arriving in Westfield they should come at 
once to the college building, where they may be advised regarding their 
studies, room, and room-mate. 


THE COREEGE 


CONDITIONS OF ACMISSION. 


1. Students may enter at any time provided they are able to take up the 
work of their classes at that time, but it is far better to be present at the 
opening of the college year. 

2, Students coming from other schools are expected to bring with them 
certificates of honorable dismissal, and statements «f work. Candidates 
for advanced standing, coming from other schools, will be given due credit 
for work accomplished, as certified by the proper officer of such institution. 

3. Candidates for admission to the Freshman class may present grades 
from high schools or academies, or may be admitted on examination. 
The requirements for admission to the Classical Courses are as follows: 


ENGLISH. 





1. A good knowledge of Grammar, Rhetoric, and Composition. Correct 
spelling, capitalization, punctuation, and paragraphing. Genung’s Out- 
lines of Rhetoric or an equivalent text must have been studied. 

2. The candidate is expected to have read the following assigned 
Masterpieces of English Literature and will be examined as to such 
reading. The list is given for two years: 

1902.—George Eliot’s Silas Marner; Pope’s Iliad, Books J., VI., XXITI., 
XXIV ; Addison's de Coverly Papers; Goldsmith's Vicar of Wakefield; 
Coleridge's Ancient Mariner ; Gooper’s Last of the Mohicans ; Tennyson’s 
Lhe Princess; Shakespere’s The Merchant of Venice; Scott’s Ivanhoe. 

1903.— The same as for 1902, except that Julius Casar and Carlyle’s 
Hssay on Burns are read and the Iliad and the Last of the Mohicans 
are omitted. 

3. Besides the above books for reading, the candidate is required to 
have made a careful study of the following bvoks and will be examined 
upon the form and matter of one or more of them selected by the examiner: 

1902.—Shakespere’s Macbeth; Milton’s L’ dllegro, Il Pensoroso, Comus 
and Lycidas ; Burke’s Speech on Conciliation with America; Macaulay’s 
Essays on Milton and Addison. 

1903.—The same as for 1902. 

Real equivalents for requirements in Literature will be accepted by the 
examiner.

the Greek. 


ACADEMIC AND NORMAL COURSES. 


Students must have a good knowledge of the subjects prescribed in the 
one year’s Preparatory Course for admission to either Academic or 
Normal Course. 

The Preparatory Course has been arranged to meet the wants of those 
who have not received such preparation in the common schools.

DEPARTMENTS OF STUDY; 
COLLEGIATE. 


PHILOSOPHY.—PRESIDENT REESE. 


The importance of the various philosophical studies in a course of liberal 
education is being more fully recognized. The work offered in this line 
aims to lead the student into this field of delightful and fruitful study 
through the gateway of Psychology, which is studied during the fall and 
winter terms of the Junior year. The work of the text is supplemented by 
lectures and by references to other standard works. Logic follows during 
the spring term, with a thorough study of terms, propositions, the 
syllogism, and fallacies, and an intrcduction to inductive reasoning. In 
the Senior year the problems of Ethics are studied from a_ psychological 
and Christian standpoint; the course of the historical development of 
thought is studied in the History of Philosophy; a general view of the 
problems of philosophy in their relation to other fields of thought is taken 
in Introduction to Philosophy, and the principles are applied to. educa- 
tional theory in the Philosophy of Education. 


APOLOGETICS.—PRESIDENT REESE. 


The Evidences of Christianity is studied in the winter of the Senior 
year. The grounds upon which rests our faith in the Bible: as God’s 
revelation to man are sought and emphasized. Natural Theology reveals 

the evidences of God’s being and character as shown in His works, This 
is followed by Butler’s Analogy, in which the two forms of religion, 
natural and revealed, are shown to be in entire accord, and we are led to 
expect that God, who has made us, would reveal Himself and His will to us. 


MATH EMATICS.—PRESIDENT REESE. 
FRESHMAN. 


Higher Algebra—Fall term. Quadratic equations will be reviewed and 
the work will be completed, including proportion, the progressions, series, 
undetermined coétfficients, logarithms, determinants, and theory of 
equations. 

Trigonometry with its applications in surveying, navigation, and 
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astronomical computations occupies the winter and spring terms. Much 


attention is given to the relations of trigonometric functions, the develop- 
ment and use of formule, and the practical applications of the subject. 


SOPHOMORE. 


Analytic Geometry is studied during the fall term. The work 
embraces graphic interpretations of equations, the use of rectangular and 
of polar co-ordinates, the conic sections, and space relations, 

Calculus—The winter term is devoted to the Differential Calculus and 
the spring term to the Integral Calculus. The work includes the develop- 
ment and use of formule for differentiation and integration, much 
practice in these operations, and their practical application in computing 
maxima, mimima, areas, and volumes. 

Besides the work in Pure Mathematics, Astronomy is studied during the 
fall term of the Sophomore year and Higher Physics is elective througout 
the Junior year, both involving extensive applications of Mathematics. 
[See Department of Natural Science. ] 


POLITICAL SCIENCE AND HISTORY.— 
PROFESSOR SHUEY. 


American Constitutional History is studied in the fall of the 
Sophomore year. A knowledge of United States History and Civil 
Government is presupposed. ‘The origin and development of the principles 
and institutions of the United States are carefully studied. Required in all 
courses, 

History of Civilization is studied during the winter and spring terms of 
the Scphomore year. A knowledge of General History is presupposed. 
The growth of Modern Civilization is traced in various nations of the 
world. Required in all courses. 

Political Economy is studied during the fall term of the Senior year, 
Sociology in the winter term, and some text on the history of social 
movements in the spring term. Hly’s Socialism and Social Reform has 
been used during the present year. These subjects are required work. 


ANCIENT LANGUAGES.—PROFESSOR PHILLIPPI, 
LATIN. 


Three years of collegiate Latin are offered. It is supposed that the 
student enters the Freshman year with a_ knowledge of Latin forms, 
constructions, and rules for sentence structure. In connection with the 
reading of the Latin text, collateral work in Roman mythology, history, 
law, and literature is required. The course of three years. is outlined as 
follows, the right being reserved to make any changes or introduce any 
supplemental work that is deemed advisable: 


ee! 
ee 
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FRESHMAN —Horace’s Odes; Livy’s History, Books XXI. and XXII: 
Cicero’s De Natura Deorum. 

SOPHOMORE—Ovid’s Metamorphoses, the Germania and Agricola of 
Tacitus, Cicero’s De Officiis. 

JUNIOR—De Natura Rerum of Lucretius, Sallust’s Jugurthine War, 
Cicero’s De Oratore. 

These three years are arranged systematically, poetry being read in the 
fall, history in the winter, and one of Cicero’s philosophical works in the 
spring. The three classes will recite together, and the years will rotate. 
Next year the Sophomore work will be taken. Only one of these years is 
required, the other two being elective. 


GREEK. 


After two years of preparatory Greek, three years of college work are 
offered. As in Latin, a working vocabulary, a mastery of inflectlon, and a 
knowledge of grammatical constructions and rules are presupposed, Col- 
lateral work is required in Greek institutions, history, mythology, and 
literature. An outline cf the course follows, the right to make any 
desirable change being reserved: 

FRESHMAN—Homer’s lliad, Demosthenes on the Crown, and Plato’s 
Gorgias. 

SOPHOMORE—Homer’s Odyssey, the Philippics and Olynthiacs of 
Demosthenes, and Plato’s Pheedo. 

JUNIOR—Enuripides’ Iphigenia and Medea, Lysias’ Orations, and 
Xenophon’s Memorabilia. 

These three years are arranged to rotate, only one being required and 
the other two elective in Classical Course. The three classes will recite 
together. Four recitations a week will be devoted to the text and one to 
the Greek New Testament beginning with the Freshman year. The 
Sophomore work will be taken next year. 


MODERN LANGUAGES.—PROFESSOR NEWELL, 
ENGLISH. 


Literature is studied throughout the Freshman year, the historical basis 
being found in the text-book and careful study being made of selections 
from Chaucer, Spenser, Shakespeare, Milton, Addison, Pope, Carlyle, 
Wordsworth, Tennyson, Scott, and others among English writers; Irving, 
Hawthorne, Lowell, Longfellow, Poe, and others among Americans. 

Rhetoric is required throughout the Sophomore year, with extensive 
application of the principles of the science in the analysis of selections from 
literature, and in composition. 

Anglo-Saxon is required in the junior year of the Literary Course, and 
is elective in the Classical and Philosophical Courses. Throughout the 
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year, four periods a week. Texts used are: First bouk in Old English» 
Cook; Cynewulf’s Elene, and Lounsbury’s English Language. 

Literature is required in all courses throughout the Senior year, three 
periods a week. Text: Sherman's Analytics of Literature. Fall term, 
study of the novel, with critical study of Goldsmith, Scott, Dickens, 
Thackeray, and Eliot. Winter term, study of the drama; critical study of 
Shakespeare’s plays. Spring term, study cf poetics; critical study of 
Browning and Tennyson. The work is supplemented by lectures on the. 
various topics of study and by analysis and theses by the class. 


GERMAN. 


FRESHMAN—Philosophical and Literary Course; required; five periods 
a week. Class Readings: Lessing’s Nathan der Weise, Goethe’s Her- 
mann und Dorothea, G%tz von Berlichingen, and _ Iphigenie. Sight 
Readings: Riehl’s Der Fluch der Schonheit, Foque’s Undine, and 
Chamisso’s Peter Schlemihl. Composition work, papers on assigned 
topics, and the study of History of German Literature throughout the year- 
Tae work will be supplemented by lectures. 

SOPHOMORE—Required in Literary Course, elective in Philosophical ; 
tive periods a week. Class Readings: Lessing’s Minna Von Barnhelm 
and Emilia Galotti; Goethe’s Egmont (Sesenheim), and Prehn’s Journal- 
istic German. Sight Readings: Cohn’s Ueber Bakterein die Kleinsten 
Lebenden Wesen, Gerstiicker’s Irrfarthen, and Jensen's Die Braune Erica. 
Composition work, work on assigned topics, and the study of History of 
German Litetature throughcut the year. Lectures will supplement the 
work, 


: 


The German of the Freshman and Sophomore years will alternate, the 
classes reciting together. The Freshman work will be taken in 1902-1903, 
the Sophomore work the fullowing year. 


Equivalents may be used for any of the required work. 
FRENCH. 
JUNIOR YEAR—Required; five periods a week. Edgren’s French 
Grammar throughout the year. Class Readings: Halévy’s L’Abbé Con- i 


Stantin, Racine’s Esther, Corneille’s Le Cid, and Hugo's Bug-Jargal. 
Composition work and work in French conversation throughout the year. 


The aim will be t» acquire correct pronunciation and readiness in reading ; 
the language. . 
NATURAL SCIENCE.—PROFESSOR HEMPHILL. | 
Astronomy is studied during the fall term of the Sophomore year, ‘The | 


text used supposes a knowledge of mathematics through spherical trigo- 7 
nometry. The work will combine both descriptive and mathematical 
Astrononry, and elementary experimental work. ‘The college has a good 
three-inch telescope for use in this department, ; 
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Biology will be studied during the winter and spring terms of the Soph- 
omore year. The work will be largely in the laboratory, involving 
dissections, microscopic investigations and experiments with plants and 
animals. A knowledge of Elementary Zoology and Botany is presupposed. 

Chemistry is studied during the fall and winter terms of the Junior 
year. The theory of Chemistry is supplemented by a carefully arranged 
laboratory course, in which the student is required to perform the experi- 
ments and to keep an accurate record of the work done, 

Geology follows Chemistry in the spring term. The college is sufficiently 
supplied with charts, rocks, and reference books, to make the werk in 
Geology of special interest, 

An advanced course in Physics is elective throughout the Junior year 
in the Classical and Philosophical courses, Special attention is given to 
the mathematical phase of these subjects, and a large amount of laboratory 
work is required. 


DEPARTMENTS OF STUDY; 
ACADEMIC, 


MATHE MATICS.—PRESIDENT REESE. - 


Alyebra is studied during the second year of -the Academic Course. 
The fundamental operations, factoring, the so‘ution of simple equations, 
fractions, elimination, involutiin and evolution, the treatment of radicals, 
and quadratic equations are the principal subjects studied. The work 
cuvered includes all of Algebra usually required fur admission to the 
Freshman year of colleges. 

Geometry is studied throughout the third year of the Academic Course. 
The student is expected to become familiar with the art of demonstration 
and with the principles and axioms of Geometry and to solve a large 
number of original problems and demonstrate a large number of original 
theorems. The required work includes both Plane and S lid Geometry. 


HISTORY.—PROFESSOR SHUEY. 


Bible History is studied during the fallterm of the first year and General 
History throughout the winter and spring terms. The aim is a general 
view of the world’s history, a knowledge of the most essential facts, an 
introduction to the herces of the past, ard a reccgniti. nof God’s hand in 
the pregress of the race. 


ANCIENT LANGUAGES.—PROFESSOR PHILLIPPI. 
LATIN, 


The first year is devoted to learning the rules governing the language 
and applying them in translating simple sentences from Latin to English 
and from English to Latin. The student becomes familiar with the forms 
and meanings of Latin words. In the spring term Viri Rome is read and 
the rules of grammar are rigidly applied. The first four books of Ceesar’s 
Gallic Wars are read during the fall and winter terms of the second year. 
In the spring term Cicero’s four Oraticns against Catiline are read. 
Throughout the year there are four recitations a week from the Latin 
text and one a week in Latin composition. A constant application is 
made of grammatical principles. 
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Vergil’s Aineid is read during the fall and winter terms of the third 
year. Six bcoks are required. Collateral work is done in Roman Mythol- 
ogy, based on Gayley’s text. Special attention is given to prosody. In 
the spring term the: class reads Cicero’s treatises on Old Age and on 
Friendship. 


GREEK. 

Greek is begun in the second year by students preparing for the Classical 
Couise, ‘The grammar and lessons are studied throughout the year. ‘The 
general plan of study is the same as in the first year in Latin., 

Xenophon’s Anabasis is studied during the falland winter of the second 
year. Four bo_ks are read. In the spring term four books of Xencphon’s 


Cyropeedia are read. In the fall and winter one period a week is devoted 
to Greek Cumpcsition. 


MODERN LANGUAGES. 
GERMAN—PROFESSOR NEWELL. 


Grammar is studied thrcughout the second year ( Joynes-Meissnet’s) ; 
Reading: Leander s Triumereien; von Hillern’s Hoéher als die Kirche, and 
Storm’s Immensee. ‘The aim is to acquire accurate pronunciation and to 
master the forms of inflection. . Oral drill and exercises, based on the text, 
supplement the work. 

Harris’ Germén Comrosition is follkwed througfout the third ycar. 
Class Readings: Schiller’s Maria Stuart and Wilhelm Tell, Schrakamp’s 
Erzihlungen aus der deutschen Geschichten. Arnold’s Fritz auf Ferien, 
Seidell’s Die Monate and works of like grade are used for sight reading. 


RHETORIC,—PROFESSOR BIGELOW. 


Rhetoric is studied throughout the first year. A good knowledge of 
English Grammar is necessary before taking up this study. Attention is 
given to the principles of Rhetcric, to the examination of English Master- 
pieces, to the selection of themes, to the gathering and management of 
material, to the formation of outlines, and to the writing of compositions. 
The aim is te give the student a practical knowledge of the subject, and to 
cultivate habits of correct use of English. 


LITERATURE.—PROFESSOR NEWELL. 


The Hnglish Classics, named on page 10, are studied throughout the 
second year. ‘The ability to interpret an author, an appreciation of the 
elementary principles of Rhetoric, and the formation of a good literary 
taste are the objects kept in view in this study. 


NATURAL SCIENCE.—PROFESSOR HEMPHILL. 


The Blementary Biological studies are pursued during the first year of

the Academic Course, the fall term being given to Zoology, the winter to 
Physiology, and the spring to Botany. In addition to the careful study 
of the text-books a large portion of the time is devoted to observation work 
in the laboratory and in the field, to microscopic examination of plant and 
animal tissues, to dissections and plant analysis. 

Llementary Physics is studied during the fall and winter terms of. the 
third year. The text-book work is mastered, and all the principles amply 
illustrated and applied in experiments by the class. The students are 
required to keep an accurate record cf their experiments. Much time is 
given to the solution of problems involving the principles. 

Physiography follows Physics. The general features of the earth’s 
surface, the distribution of mountains, volcanoes, and island chains; the 
river systems, ocean currents, wind zones; the distribution of animal and 
vegetable life, and the physical causes for these phenomena are among the 
subjects treated. . 


PEDAGOGICS.-—PRESIDENT REESE, 


This is a regular department of the college. We recognize the demand 
for trained teachers, and the fact that many who stand waiting to enter the 
ranks of teachers in our common and graded schools cannot complete a full 
college course. Our present Normal Course is the result of long experience 
and of a careful comparison of the courses offered in the best state N ormal 
Schools. We submit it to the young teachers of our territory for their 
careful inspection. We offer them a Normal Course unexcelled, amid the 
inspirations and helpful surroundings of college life, and under teachers 
thoroughly prepared to do the very best for each pupil and in complete 
sympathy with the aims and struggles of the earnest student preparing for 
work as a teacher. This is a good general course for those who can spend 
but four years in school. | 

The professional instruction is of the highest order, and is the result not 
of theory alone, but of an experience of many years in public school and 
college teaching. 

Hlementary Psychology is studied in the fall term of the first year, 
This introduces the student to the essential facts in the phenomena of 
inind as a preparation for the study of the principles and methods of 
education. 

School Management—Winter term of first year. The text is supple- 
mented by a thorough discussion of the various problems that arise in the 
organization and government of a school. 

Methods—Spring term of first year. The text is largely supplemented 
by discussion, from observation and from experience. Methods are tested 
by their conformity to principles and by their adaptation to the end in view 

History of Education—Winter term of fourth year. The rise of various 
systems of education is traced and the student is introduced to the men 
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who, by toil and sacrifice, have made our modern system of free education 
possible. 

Philosophy of Regent hashed term of fourth year. The principles 
that underlie all educational processes will be studied aid applied in 
criticising theories and methods. 

For other subjects in the Normal Course see the proper departments 
under Academic or Collegiate Course. 


THE PREPARATORY COURSE. 

A preparatory course of one year has been arranged for the benefit. of 
students whose Common School Course has been defective, and who are, 
for that reason, not ready to enter upon the work of the Academic or 
of the Normal Course. Students in this course will have the best instruc- 
tion the college affords, being under the care of regular teachers of the 
college. 

Enylish Grammar is studied during the year. A thorough knowledge 
of this subject is essential to the successful pursuit of any advanced studies. 
The principles of Grammar, the forms of irregular verbs, the analysis and 
construction of sentences, and the elementary principles of composition are 
among the parts of the work emphasized. 

Mental Arithmetic is studied during the fall term, and Written Arith- 
metic is reviewed during the winter. In the spring term Concrete 
Geometry is studied. This year in Mathematics is intended to give the 
student a practical and working knowledge of Arithmetic and _ its apph- 
cations. He is required to think his way through a problem, and thus 
develop a mastery of the processes and rules. 

United States History, Civil Government, and Geoyraphy occupy the 
year, one term each. ‘The subjects are closely related, and the aim is to 
help the student to a good general view of them, the important facts and 
principles being insisted upon. 

Reading is taught for two terms. Corfect interpretration and correct 
expression of the thought of an author are the aim in this work. 

Orthography is studied one term. The principles of spelling, the 
analysis of words, and practice in spelling receive due attention. 


BUSINESS DEPARTMENT. 


The Principal of this department is a teacher of experience and a_ prati- 
cal bookkeeper. 


BUSINESS COURSE.—PROFESSOR BIGELOW. 

The average time for finishing this Course is nine months. It can be 
finished in less time by some. A student can now secure as thorough a 
knowledge of business at Westfield College as at any other Business Col- 
lege. We have so arranged the tuition that this knowledge can be secured 
at most reasonable rates, for which see page 7.

DESCRIPTION OF STUDIES. 


In the study of Bookkeeping the instruction is personal. The student is 
not held back by those less capable, nor rushed along by those more 
capable. The initiatory work is devoted to elucidating the principles of 
Single and Double Entry Bookkeeping, and the explanations are so full 
and explicit, and the illustrations accompanying the work to be performed 
are so clear and complete that the dullest pupil cannot fail to comprehend 
them. ‘The student is guided by the suggestions of an expert accountant 
and the personal supervision of a teacher of years of successful experience. 
From the very start the subject is presented upon the Laboratory plan, 
The student performs all the transactions and writes up his books from 
vouchers which he handles in doing the work. He uses all the business 
papers he would use in any business office. In fact, he learns to be a 
bookkeeper by actually keeping books. This Office Routine and Book- 
keeping Practice course is supplemented bv a Mail Practice course, just as 
practical, in which the college offices+Wholesale House, Commercial 
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txchange, Postoffics, and College Bank are used. The advanced work is 
devoted to the illustration of the special methods and technical and labor- 
saving forms of bookkeeping as,employed in the best business offices. The 
several sets illustrating these methods include Wholesale and Retail 
Grocery business, Lumber, Commission, Jobbing, Manufacturing, Joint 
Stock Companies, and Banking. Commercial Law familiarizes the 
student with the laws governing commercial transactions. It treats of 
Contracts, Negotiable Papers, Partnerships, Corporations, Agencies, etc. 
Spelling is taught by modern methods. Only words in everyday use are 
selected.. This enables the student to become a.good speller. Business 
Penmanship, that style of writing which the age demands, receives 
special attention. ‘The student is required to practice one hour per day. 
It is our aim to develop a plain, rapid, legible handwriting, without which 
a young man is but poorly equipped for business. 


SHORTHAND AND TYPEWRITING COURSE— 
MISS GOSSAGE. 


This is in charge of a specialist whe thoroughly understands Shorthand 
and T'ypewriting. The students are required to write 140 words per minute 
in shorthand and pass a satisfactory test in typewriting before receiving a 
diploma, Length of time required to finish the course is about six months,

matter. After taking his notes in Shorthand he transcribes them on the 
Typewriter. He also writes on the Typewriter from dictation. The 
numerous entertainments given in the college furnish ample opportunity 
for actual practice. We use the Smith Premier Typewriter. 

Diplomas are granted to all who pass a satisfactory examination in the 
required studies, and have a good knowledge of grammar and arithmetic.

MUSIC DEPARTMENT.—MISS BAUMGARDNER, 


Some acquaintance with music is now recognized as an important factor 
in education. ‘The most intelligent minds have found it worthy of careful 
thought and study. Asa science it opens up a field of investigation most 
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wonderful and beautiful; its art gives expression to the sublimest feelings 
of the soul. The school offers advantages to students in the various 
branches of music. Special attention is given to students whose object is a 
preparation for teaching. ‘ 

The foundation of piano technique is flexibility of the fingers, hand, and 
arm. Next comes the acquirement of strength in th se members. With 
this foundation we arrive at a correct musical touch. Hand . gymnastics 
are great aids in the work and save much drudgery of dry unmusical 
practice. ‘lhe Mason seale of practice makes the task more interesiing 
and valuable. 

The study of the Piano, as well as other musical work, will be along 
really musical lines, the selections of etude, sonata, and piece work being 
made with reference to their musical value, as well as to the necessities of 
the pupils, and the maintaining of a lively interest in his work. While the 
old’ classics will live on, much pedagogical music has gone out of date, and 
should be replaced by that which more truly represents the modern spirit 
and progress. Our nlan is to use a minimum of dry technical exercises 
with a maximum of music, but the flashy and sha!low style has no place in 
our work, 

‘The Curriculum is chosen from the standard composers, not omitting 
modern European and American writers. It is unnecessary to state the 
list in detail. 

By the end of the first year pupils should be playing music of the grade 
of Clementi’s Sonatinas; second year, Kuhlau’s and the easier Mozart 
Sonatas, and the easier of Mendelssohn’s Songs without Words; third 
year, Bach's two and three part Inventions, Beethoven’s easier Sonatas, 
Chopin's easier works, Kullak’s Octave Studies. 

This outline of these three years of work represents in a general way the 
Normal or teaching Course, for which the diploma of the course is given, 
the other requirements of theoretical study, ete., having been met. For 
the completion of the full course another year is required, including such 
works as some of Bach’s fugues, Chopin's larzer works, such as Op. 40, 29. 
and 3r, and Beethoven’s Sunatas, such as Op. 10, 13, 26 and 27. Through- 
out the course, the “Standard” and ‘‘Naticnal’ Courses of Etudes are 
used, as giving in condensed and inexpensive form the necessary work of 
this style. 

The compositions here named represent in only a general way the stages 
of advancement. Such works are, of course, accompanied by the necessary 
technical studies and selections in free forms. ‘To complete the full piano 
course with its adjunct thecretical studies takes pupils of fair talent about 
four years. Credit will be given for all previous study that has been done 
in a satisfactory manner. Special attention is given to having the pupil 
acquire a practical repertoire of pieces for home and concert use. 

The College is amply supplied with pianos and non-resident students 
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will secure their practice time at the college pianos, unless they have them 
at houses in which they room.

VOICE. 


The Basis of gocd singing is a devitalized and flexible condition of the — 
vocal organs. On this basis the work of “placing” and developing the - 
voice proceeds by gradual but sure steps. The desirable features are 
flexibility, good quality, clear articulation, strength, and agility, the fitst 
two being the most important. To obtain these features, written and 
printed exercises, solfeggios and vocalizations, together with a judicious 
selection of songs, are used, and as progress permits, selections from opera 
and oratorio. A speciality is made of English song, for the. reason that 
English well sung is preferable to the treatment frequently given by 
Singers to foreign languages. Good English rather than poor Italian or 
French. : 

For graduation in Voice an equivalent of one-half ef the full Piane 
Course and one-half of the full Theoretical Course is required, 


THEORETICAL AND HISTORICAL STUDIES. 


‘Harmony bears the same relation to music that grammar does te 
language, hence it is an essential part of a musician’s equipment, It deals 
with cherd formation and progression up to original work in composition. 
The text-books used are Emery’s Elements of Harmony, and Richter’s 
Harmony. The course is four terms. 

General Theory treats of numerous subdivisions of musical knowledge 
not included in Harmony or History. It includes acoustics, notations, 
terms, signs. etc., development of musical forms, ancient and modern; 
character and use of various orchestral instruments. Text-book in use, 
Elson’s Theory of Music. The course is two terms. 

Musical History. This is included in General Theory work without 
charge, for such pupils as wish to acquire a broader view of the subject. 
The work is done on the reading and discussion plan. Text-book, 
Mathew’s Popular History of Music. 

The above work is required in both normal.and full course. 

A Chorus Class will be organized each term under the special direction 
of the Professor of Music. 

Student’s recitals are frequent; sometimes before pupils only and some- 
times before the general public. These are of great value to the pupil, and 
students are required to attend and take part in them as directed. 

Graduation Diplomas are granted to those who reach a satisfactory 
completion of the required work in either Piano or Voice, together with 
Harmony and General Theory, and a recital for graduation, given by the 
individual pupil.
